ive. South of this area Township 
39 the season on these birds is open 
from October 1 to October 31. As 
birds are reported plentiful in the 
north area, the season has been ex- 
tended to provide six weeks’ shoot- 
ing. 

Ducks, geese, rails, coots. and 
Wilson snipe may be shot in three 
zones: North of the Athabasca anc 
Clearwater from Sept 7 to 
Nov. 7 inclusive; south of this ares 
to a line through Duthill, Calyary, 
Strathcona, Medicine Hat ana 
Walsh Sept. 15. to Nov. 13 inclusive; 
south of the C. P, R. bordering the 
last named territory Sept. 15 to 
Nov. 13 inclusive, Bag limit fou 
ducks is 12 per day, 100 for season 
with no more than 36 in ore person’s 
possession at one time; for geese, 
five a dey or 25 for the season, 
Hungarian partridge have been op 
ened in ayreaterarea,too. They 
may be shot as far north as the 
Clearwater and Athabasca trom 
Oct. 1 to Nov, 30, with a baglimit 
of 10 per day or 150 forthe season, 

Shooting season for male deer 
and moose will oper Nov. 1 and 
eentinue to Dec. 14; elk Oct. 14 or 
31 depending on the area; mountain 
sheep and goat Sept. 2 to Oct. 31; 
caribou Nov. 1 to Dec. 14; bear 
Sept. 2to June 14, 1941, Antelope 
shooting will be determined by con.

season Opens.
